“In 1969 the state will be thickly criss-crossed with paved roads 


over which will be earned in trucks all the local freight—then muti- 


plied ten or fifty-fold—including short hauls from farm to the nearest 


market. 
“Practically every farm home will have its electric plant or sta­ 


tion for light and power and and motors will have taken the place of 
horses—probably electric motors operated by an improved storage 
battery. 
Electric current front distant mountain streams and large 


central pow*er stations will do aw ay with small coal, gas and oil using 


plants. 
“Airplanes and swift automobiles will bring the city to the farm 


and the farm to the city. 
Motion picture theaters and other entertain­ 


ments. churches and schools will be accessible to all. City and coun­ 


try life will be so closely interwoven that farmers may live in the 


city or business men on the farm and there will be no ‘back to the 


soil* problem because there will be little or no distinction between 
the farmer and the town man.
